All eyes on a crucial marginal seat... 

Vale voters hold 
the key to No.10 


VOTERS in the Vale will 
be having their say via the 
ballot box today after a 
month of hectic campaign¬ 
ing - at least on TV, news¬ 
papers and the internet. 

As usual, there has been no 
shortage of advice and confident 
prediction, but the pollsters have 
a far from 100 per cent record 
when it comes to gauging the 
public mood. 

National newspapers have 
endorsed one party or another, or 
have urged tactical voting in vari¬ 
ous forms, but just how much 
notice will the electorate take? 

When it comes to the crunch, 
the public will decide. 

The Vale constituency has 
always been a key marginal, with 
Labour defending a slim majority 
of 1,808 over the Conservatives 
(19,481 to 17,673). 

In the eyes of many, it is a two- 
horse race - although the Lib- 
Dems, who polled more than 
6,000 votes at the last general

election, might bridle at that sug¬ 
gestion. 

As the campaign has devel¬ 
oped, it appears that the Vale is in 
the category of an absolute ‘must’ 
for the Conservatives. 

To fail in the Vale, it would 
seem, could be the death knell for 
David Cameron’s hopes. 

The Vale has seven candidates 
standing for election, and they are 
(alphabetically) as follows: 

Alun Cairns - Conservative 

Alana Davies - Labour 

John Harrold - Christian 
Party 

Ian Johnson - Plaid Cymru 

Kevin Mahoney - UK 
Independence Party 

Eluned Parrott - Liberal 
Democrats 

Rhodri Thomas - Green Party. 

Across the Vale, a total of 81 
polling stations will be open from 
7am until 10pm in venues such as 
schools, community centres, por¬ 
tacabins and village halls. 


A Vale Council spokeswoman 
said: “You don’t need your 
polling card to be able to vote. As 
long as you’re listed on the elec¬ 
toral register, then all you need to 
do is turn up at your local polling 
station on the day.

Garden visitor 
a sparrowhawk?

There are healthy populations of both 
Sparrowhawk and Peregrine in the Vale, but the for¬ 
mer is regularly seen harassing small birds in gar¬ 
dens, whereas the latter usually swoops on its prey 
from high in the sky. 

Among the features that help to clinch an identi¬ 
fication are that Sparrowhawks have piercing yel¬ 
low eyes, but those of Peregrines are dark. 

Peregrines have dark hoods extending on to their 
cheeks, but Sparrowhawks have a thin white stripe 
over the eye giving them a fierce look. 

Even a poor photograph may be sufficient to dis¬ 
tinguish between them.

Local men are 
jailed for 
drugs dealing

A sharp-eyed 
CCTV operator 
spotted something 
suspicious going on 
in the centre of 
Barry 

Soon afterwards, two 
men were arrested and at 
Cardiff Crown Court 
were put behind bars for 
a total of 39 months. 

Anthony Cumick (19) 
a trainee chef at 
Bonvilston, and Kyle 
Rees (24) of Cowbridge, 
each admitted possess¬ 
ing cannabis with intent 
to supply, supplying 
cannabis and offering to 


supply ecstasy. 

Cumick, in addition, 
admitted offering to sup¬ 
ply ketamine, possessing 
amphetamine and keta¬ 
mine, and producing 
cannabis. 

Curnick received 21 
months in a young 
offenders institution and 
Rees was sent to prison 
for 18 months. 

Prosecutor David 
Thomas said a Barry 
CCTV operator became 
suspicious when he saw 
the pair in Barry. 


The police later 
stopped a car in 
Gladstone Road, driven 
by Rees, with Curnick a 
passenger.. 

Inside, under the front 
seat, was cannabis worth 
£720 and there was more 
cannabis in the glove 
compartment. 

Mr Thomas said 
Curnick admitted sup¬ 
plying cannabis to feed 
his own habit for about a 
month. 

Curnick’s home, a 
caravan, was searched 
and a number of 
cannabis plants were 
found. 

Rees told the police 
he had been dmgs deal¬ 
ing for “a couple of 
months” because of his 
financial circumstances. 

Curnick’s counsel, 
Stephen Jeary, said he 
had difficulty with dmgs 
use and expected cus¬ 
tody, but he didn’t sup¬ 
ply for commercial prof¬ 
it. 

Roger Griffiths, for 
Rees, said he had turned 
to dmgs to alleviate 
debts of about £1,000.

T HE St Athan 
project lies in 
the balance 
after the election, 
whatever the result. 

The Strategic 
Defence Review means 
some hard choices, with 
scaling down of stand¬ 
ing forces by 15-20 per 
cent predicted. 

The projected number 
of trainees is far less 
than the original 6,000 
figure; 2,700 was given 
at the public inquiry, 
which may shrink fur¬ 
ther to 2,200. 

The MoD’s fail-back 
option is said to use the 
Blandford, Dorset base, 
where the 4,000 units of 
accommodation and 
associated facilities (eat¬ 
ing, sport etc) are more 
than sufficient. 

Little new-build 
would be needed for 
service family accom¬ 
modation, unlike the 


Athan at around £100 
million.

P LANS for 
consultation 
on the future 
of Nells Point high¬ 
lighted by Coun 
Traherne (GEM 
April 29) are to be 
welcomed only if 
ambitions for the 
future of Barry 
Island by the Vale 
Council are signifi¬ 
cantly raised. 

The Island faces a 
once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity to trans¬ 
form it into an all-year- 
round, all-weather fami¬ 
ly tourist destination. 

The council say the 
proposals for the Nells 
Point site are just those 
put forward by their 
consultants. 

The underlying issue 
is what was the brief 
given to the consult¬ 
ants? 

Have the consultants 
been given too low a 
target to aim for? 

Further evidence of 
the council’s low aspi¬ 
rations is in its recently- 
proposed tourism strate¬ 
gy for the Vale of 
Glamorgan and Barry 
Island. 

This essentially 
focuses on catering for 
the day-tripper market; 


rather than realising the 
potential of Barry 
Island as one of the 
nearest beach resorts to 
Birmingham, and the 
first beach resort for 
English tourists along 
the M4. 

We currently have 
potential redevelopment 
of the Waterfront, the 
former fairground site, 
and Nells Point, with no 
seemingly joined-up 
thinking between get¬ 
ting the maximum out¬ 
put and synergy from 
these developments. 

The council should 
consult, not just on 
plans for Nells Point, 
but the whole challenge 
of transforming Barry 
Island into an attractive 
tourist destination - to 
provide a boost for the 
local economy and 
transform the image of 
the area. 

We need a consensus 
on future development; 
but it has to begin at a 
much higher starting 
point than the current 
quick-fix being pro¬ 
posed.

January 11, 1908 - April 3, 2010 

Remembering Sallie 
- 102 years, and not 
a moment wasted! 



THE funeral took place recently of Mrs 
Sarah (Sallie) Evans, who died in 
Llandough Hospital at the age of 102. 

Her daughter, NERYS, has written the 
following tribute to a woman who loved 
education and the arts, and lived a “cre¬ 
ative and joyful life”. 

O N Easter Saturday, Mrs Sarah 
(Sallie) Evans died in Llandough 
Hospital. Her children, Dr Gareth B 
Evans of Hertfordshire and Nerys M Evans 
from Australia were with her. 

Born in Hole in the Wall Street, Caernarvon, 
Sallie lived a creative and joyful 102 years. 

The first part of her life was filled with the 
arts. With her father, Owen Edwards, she enter¬ 
tained hospitalised troops during and after WW1. 

As a young woman, Mrs Evans performed in 
BBC radio plays, but she said her finest hour was 
playing Hedda Gabla in the first Welsh language 
performance of Ibsen’s famous play. 

On trips to see her cousins in Barry as a 
teenager, she had noticed a young athlete - a 
sprinter who was Victor Ludorum of the four 
Welsh universities. 

He was eight years older and to the teenage 
Sallie, he looked like a “Greek god”. 

Some time later, after eight years teaching in 
Birkenhead, on Easter Saturday 1939, Sallie mar¬ 
ried that sporting hero of her childhood. 

He was Brynmor Hamer Evans of Tynewydd 
Road and she moved to Barry after a honeymoon 
in Paris. 

Teaching and education were extremely impor¬ 
tant to Mrs Evans. Students hoped to be in her 
classes and loved it if they were. 

She herself never stopped learning. Her inter¬ 
ests included theatre, music, puppetry, the Pre- 
Raphaelites and heraldry. 

Her own talents in art and all crafts were on 
display in her home, in her chapel, Tabernacl, and 
where people are lucky enough to have a sample 
of her work. 

With husband Bryn, Sallie devoted years to the 
Citizens’ Advice Bureau from its infancy in 1963. 

She instigated and produced The May Queen 
Concerts to raise money for The Save the 
Children Fund. 

Mrs Evans was involved with the 
Cymrodorion Society and Merched y Wawr and 
was presented with the Women’s Voluntary 
Service Medal. 

When the National Eisteddfod came to Barry 
in 1968, Mrs Evans suggested, and was then 
asked, to co-ordinate the production of Benjamin 
Britten’s Noyes Fludde. 

Almost 2,000 children from the Vale took part 
and performed to an audience of more than 
8 , 000 . 

Sallie loved to laugh and sing. She loved her 
clubs, her chapel community, her neighbours and 
friends. She loved her grandchildren David and 
Michael. 

Her husband and her children came first, 
always. She loved Caernarvon and Barry but, 
almost above all, Sallie loved being Welsh and a 


speaker of Cymraeg. 

Sallie loved the ‘Song and Heartbeat’ of Wales. 
Gwlad Beirdd a Chantorion. 

While she could talk, she sang and when she 
sang, she spread the joy of the music in her very 
Welsh soul.

R ecently 

12 walkers 
joined Clive 
for a trip down to 
the Neath Valley 
converging at the 
Angel pub in the

This area was 
renowned for sandstone 
which was extensively 
worked from the 18th to 
20th centuries in under¬ 
ground mi nes.

heritage in the shape of 
stone sleepers still with 
holes in them and in the 
rocks above, plant fos¬ 
sils that have been there 
for millions of years. 

The first major fall 
they reached was Sgwd 
Gwladys or Lady Falls, 
formed by water gushing 
over hard sandstone to 
plunge into a large pool 
below and it is still slow¬ 
ly eroding the rock at a 
rate of 1.3-metres every 
thousand years. 

Crossing a footbridge 
and moving upstream 
they reached the 
Horseshoe Falls, which 
is surrounded by oak 
trees, followed by Scwd 
Ddwli upper and lower 
gushing falls. 

A rather undulating 
muddy river bank led 
them to Pont Melin-fach 
for morning coffee at the 
picnic area. 

Tree-lined gorges led 
them to the Afon Mellte 
and more waterfalls 
beginning with Sgwd 
Clun-Gwyn (white 
meadow falls) which 
they viewed from above. 
Taking a path where for¬ 
est management had 
occurred they descended 
to Sgwd y Pannwr 
(waterfall of the fuller) 
where a group of young¬ 
sters were gorge walking 
before scrambling up a 
rocky path to view Sgwd 
Isaf Clun-gwyn (lower 
white meadow falls) hid¬ 
den in a comer behind 
trees. 

The group retraced 
their steps, climbing 


steeply to the main path 
where they found a place 
to enjoy their well- 
earned lunch in hot sun¬ 
shine. 

Then it was time to 
descend to the last fall, 
Sgwd yr Eira (fall of 
snow) situated on the 
Afon Hepste and taking 
the narrow slippery old 
drovers path the group 
were sprayed with water 
as they went underneath 
the fall to the other side 
of the valley to climb 
huge steps uphill to the 
top of the cwm. 
Crossing the Afon Nedd 
by bridge they headed 
downstream and through 
Pontneddfechan back to 
their start. 

On May 1 is a 12.5- 
mile moderate circular 
train ramble taking in 
Bridgend, Newton and 
Merthyr Mawr Warren.

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Plaid AM 
hits out at 
airport critic 


PLAID AM 
Chris Franks 
has slammed a 
fellow Assembly 
Member for crit¬ 
icising Wales’s 
main airport 
during an out¬ 
burst in the 
Senedd. 

During a debate 
on the National 
Transport Plan, 
Mohammad Asghar, 
AM for South East 
Wales, interrupted 
Transport Minister 
Ieuan Wyn Jones to 
say Cardiff Airport 
“is not and never 
will be” an interna¬ 
tional-standard air¬ 
port. 

Mr Asghar defect¬ 
ed from Plaid Cymru 
to the Conservatives 
some months ago. 

The row erupted 
after Mr Asghar had 
earlier asked the 
deputy minister to 
“seriously consider 
making sure that air 
transport and road 
transport are done 
properly” in the 
Newport area. 

Ieuan Wyn Jones 
later questioned 
whether that was 
Tory Party policy or 
Mr Asghar’s own, 
adding: “ I have yet 
to hear the 
Conservatives call 
for an international 


airport outside 
Cardiff.” 

In the subsequent 
intervention, Mr 
Asghar replied: “I 
was talking about an 
international- stan¬ 
dard airport, which 
Cardiff Airport is not 
and never will be. 

“Therefore, why 
not think differently 
and create something 
that is of world stan¬ 
dard, which will 
draw investors and 
entrepreneurs into 
Wales?” 

South Wales 
Central AM Chris 
Franks, who was 
also taking part in 
the debate, later said 
he was “astonished” 
by Mr Asghar’s out¬ 
burst. 

He added: “Mr 
Asghar is doing 
Cardiff Airport a 
great disservice with 
these comments. 

“Perhaps he does 
not realise that the 
airport welcomes 
more than two mil¬ 
lion passengers a 
year and flies direct¬ 
ly to 50 different 
destinations. 

“It also provides 
more than 1,000 
jobs. I am hopeful 
the airport will build 
on this success and 
grow to be even big¬ 
ger and better in the 
future.”

TODAY one of seven par¬ 
liamentary candidates 
will succeed John Smith 
as MP for the Vale - and 
as he reflected on his 
years in Parliament Mr 
Smith told The GEM that 
his greatest achievement 
was a classic example of 
how an ordinary citizen 
can use their elected rep¬ 
resentative to make a real 
difference in the world. 

Mr Smith said that although 
it may be an old cliche, he had 
regarded his time as an MP as 
“a labour of love”. 

He said: “My greatest single 
achievement as a backbencher 
and a constituency MP was to 
contribute to the saving of tens 
of thousands of lives each year 
by introducing risk assessments 
for deep vein thrombosis 
(DVT) in all our hospitals. 

“It was not me who was 
responsible for this, however, 
but Mrs Ada Thomas of 
Flemingston - who came to see 
me ten years ago after having 
lost her son John in tragic cir¬ 
cumstances. 

“This is a classic example of 
how an ordinary citizen can use 
their MP to make a real differ¬ 
ence. We did not achieve every¬ 
thing we wanted, but we did 
change the law and bring in 
much-needed national reforms 


in healthcare. There is so much 
an MP can achieve with a well - 
timed question, a debate, an 
official letter, a well-placed 
article in the press, and through 
effective campaigning.” 

Mr Smith, who in his early 
working life had served with 
the RAF and later made a 
career in education as a lectur¬ 
er in business studies at the 
University of Glamorgan, suc¬ 
ceeded Sir Raymond Gower as 
the Vale’s MP in a 1989 by- 
election. 

He defeated a rising Tory star 
Rod Richards, by polling 
23,342 votes to Richards’ 
17,314. 

But in 1992, Mr Smith’s for¬ 
tunes changed when he tasted a 
bitter defeat at the hands of 
Conservative Walter Sweeney 
by a wafer-thin 19 votes. 

Undaunted, he proved to be 
the ‘comeback kid’ in 1997 and 
regained the seat. He was re¬ 
elected in 2001 and completed 
a fourth Vale election victory in 
2005. 

His lasting legacy looks as if 
it will be the £12billion 
Defence Technical College in 
St Athan. In 2007, he won the 
accolade Welsh Campaigner of 
the Year for his work in bring¬ 
ing the project to the Vale. 

Despite facing hostile criti¬ 
cism from a loose alliance of 
green campaigners and paci¬ 
fists, Mr Smith has always been

bullish about what it will offer 
the Welsh economy. 

He explained: “The St Athan 
project - the biggest investment 
ever in Wales - has the poten¬ 
tial to completely transform the 
south Wales economy if han¬ 
dled properly. What many peo¬ 
ple may not realize is that I had 
campaigned non-stop to secure 
the future of St Athan for more 
than 20 years.” 

Mr Smith admitted that there 
had been depressing times in 
his political career as well. 

“There have, of course, been 
low moments. Undoubtedly, 
losing the election in 1992 by 
just 19 votes was a bitter blow. 

“More recently, the expens¬ 
es scandal which tainted us all 
rocked the whole political sys¬ 
tem. I have relived those 
moments a million times.”

As he bows out, Mr Smith 
was keen to take the opportuni¬ 
ty to highlight what he sees as a 
detrimental trend in local gov¬ 
ernment. 

He explained: “Less well 
known has been my concern 
over the politicisation of local 
government officers. When first 
elected, I had a superb working 
relationship, irrespective of the 
political persuasion of the 


council, with senior officers 
who were professional and 
committed to public service. 

“Over the last few years, 
despite their hugely inflated 
salaries, they couldn’t reply 
directly to my letters. I hope my 
successor, whoever that may 
be, seeks to rectify this.” 

Mr Smith served as a mem¬ 
ber of the Defence Select 
Committee from 2005-10 
which involved visiting “our 
magnificent servicemen and 
women in every battle zone in 
the world”. 

Other highlights have includ¬ 
ed meeting Nelson Mandela, 
who Mr Smith describes as “my 
hero”, and riding on a steam 
engine down the Vale of 
Glamorgan line - “every little 
boy’s dream”. 

Mr Smith said he wanted to 
record his admiration for the 
many local people he had met 
over the years who had assisted 
other people without thought of 
personal reward. 

He said: “I’ve met many 
thousands of ordinary people 
who selflessly help others every 
day for little or no recognition 
and I have been humbled in 
their presence.” 

He added: “None of these 
things would have been possi¬ 
ble for a boy from my back¬ 
ground, if I were not an MR 

“I have had a charmed work¬ 
ing life and it has gone in the 


blink of an eye. 

“I thank my constituents for 
their trust and support over the 
years and I will always make 
myself available to my succes¬ 
sor should they want some 
advice.” 

• The Vale Council respond¬ 
ed to the issue raised by Mr 
Smith with regard to council 
officers. 

Coun Gordon Kemp, Leader 
of the Vale Council, said: 
“Unfortunately, John Smith has 
failed to understand the 
changes that have taken place 
in local government with the 
introduction of the 
executive/cabinet system. 

“Enquiries from MPs and 
AMs should be addressed to the 
responsible cabinet member 
and not to officers, something 
that all other elected represen¬ 
tatives who write to the council 
do, but which John Smith has 
failed to grasp. 

“His persistence in sending 
all correspondence to the chief 
executive has only delayed a 
response which cannot have 
been to the benefit of his con¬ 
stituents. 

“Since becoming leader of 
the council I have always found 
the officers of the council to be 
totally impartial and apolitical 
and am sure that my predeces¬ 
sors found the same. ”

much in this country, 
with veg like purple 
sprouting broccoli, cauli¬ 
flower, spring onions, 
leeks and rhubarb in sea¬ 
son right now. It just 
doesn’t make sense that 
we should fly in baby 
sweetcorn and pineapple 
chunks from around the 
world to feed ourselves. 

“We work closely 
with some growers over¬

THE Millennium 
Heritage Trail is a

V-POD is the latest 
multimedia youth 
provision running 
pilot activities with¬ 
in the Vale. 

The V-POD is a sin¬ 
gle-decker bus specially 
converted to deliver 
activities and services for 
young people. 

It is operated by Vibe 
Experience Ltd, a local 
voluntary youth organi¬ 
sation in partnership with 
the council’s Youth 
Service and will be stop¬ 
ping at locations across 
the Vale and all young 
people are welcome. 

On board are i-mac 
computers, internet, 
Xbox, PS3s, Wii, DJ 
mixing decks, Bose sur¬ 
round sound, plasma 
screens, DVD player, 
disco lighting, chillout 
area and much more! 

The V-POD can park 
up in lots of different 


locations, especially in 
areas where there is no 
other youth provision or 
activities. 

There will be profes¬ 
sional tutors running cre¬ 
ative, multimedia, music 
workshops, as well as 
qualified youth workers 
to provide information 
and activities on youth 
issues, such as good citi¬ 
zenship, community 
respect, healthy lifestyles 
and anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

Sy Joshua of the Vale 
youth service said: “We 
aim to use the V-POD as 
a platform to comple¬ 
ment the existing youth 
provision and undertake 
informal activities and 
workshops in areas of lit¬ 
tle or no youth provision 
during school holidays 
and weekends. 

“We have now entered 
the pre-launch phase, tri¬ 
alling operations and 


organising previews. We 
aim to launch the V-POD 
in June 2010, as we are 
still waiting to hear about 
funding applications 
which will support its 
operation.” 

Young people have 
been heavily involved 
throughout the develop¬ 
ment of the project. More 
than 2,000 young people 
in the Vale have helped to 
provide ideas and con¬ 
cepts for the overall 
design and functionality 
of the V-POD.

Aiden and his family 
were collected from their 
home in a stretch limou¬ 
sine in true Hollywood 
style and taken to the 
Odeon Cinema in 
Cardiff. 

On arrival, Aiden was 
given the full red carpet 
treatment, with paparazzi 
photographing him as he 
stepped out from the car 
onto the red carpet. 

It was the first time that 
Aiden and his family had 
viewed the film and 
Aiden could hardly con¬ 
tain his excitement. 

As a special guest at 
the premiere, Aiden’s 
special superhero, 
Spiderman, was there to 
greet him on the red car¬ 
pet and present him with 
an award for ‘Best Actor’ 
after the film screening.

THE speaker at the 
last meeting of the 
current session of 
Barry Men’s 
Forum was one of 
the foremost 
experts on the 
famous Brunei fam¬ 
ily, namely Stephen 
K Jones. 

Mr Jones took mem¬ 
bers of the forum 
through some of the 
complex events featured 
in the last book of his 
trilogy, namely the mar¬ 
itime achievements of 
Brunei senior, the father 
of the world famous 
engineer Isambard 
Kingdom Brunei and 
Isambard’s son, Henry 
Marc - who was largely 
responsible for building 
Penarth Docks and was a 
partner/engineer in the 
construction of the Barry 
Docks project. 

Henry Marc had a 
special interest in 
hydraulic engineering 
and was appointed to 
engineer the hydraulic 
lifting sections of Tower 
Bridge in London. 

The birthplace of 
Isambard Kingdom’s 
father, a farm in 
Normandy, is still stand¬ 
ing, but he left for 
Canada and the USA 
when the Lrench 
Revolution broke out 
and became a citizen of 
the USA. 

During the 

Napoleonic wars, against 
the land of his birth, he 
devised a system of 
mass-producing essential 
rope blocks for Nelson’s 
navy and the block mill 
he established still 
stands in Portsmouuth. 

In early manhood, his 
son Isambard Kingdon 
helped his father in the 
construction of the 
Thames Tunnel before 
striking out on his own 
independent career - to 
undying fame and an 
early death brought on 
by overwork and a huge 
consumption of cigars. 

Both Isambard 
Kingdom and his son, 
Henry Marc had many

that are too numerous to 
mention here, but a little 
known fact is that the 
massive chains for 
Brunei’s the ‘Great 
Eastern’ were made in 
Pontypridd. 

Brunei’s first famous 
passenger ship, the Great 
Western’, was one of the 
reasons for the construc¬ 
tion of the docks at 
Newport. 

The paddle wheels of 
this vessel prevented its 
easy access into Bristol, 
so Newport was seen as 
an alternative. In the 
event, Liverpool became 
the port of choice for 
various reasons. 

The last voyage of 
the SS Great Britain 
(now happily undergoing 
a new incarnation in 
Bristol) took place from 
Penarth, after which she 
ran into trouble and was 
left derelict for many 
years on the Lalkland 
Islands. 

Stephen finished his 
talk by giving details 
about Isambard 
Kingdom’s greatest ship, 
the ‘Great Eastern’, 
whose Pontypridd chains 
have already been men¬ 
tioned. 

This mighty vessel 
was launched sideways, 
with great difficulty, in 
1858, into the Thames. 
She was the largest ship 
in the world at that time 
and remained so until 
1907, which was a stu¬ 
pendous record. 

Designed to carry 
6,000 passengers and 
enough coal to get to 
Australia, she ran half- 
empty and was never a 
commercial success until 
she started to lay the 
new, much-needed sig¬ 
nal cables to the USA 
and other parts of the 
world.

W HEN Iron 
Man was 
released in 
May 2008, there 
wasn’t the huge 
outcry of excite¬ 
ment you would 
normally associate 
with tentpole pic¬ 
tures. 

After all, this was a 
film based on a Marvel 
superhero who wasn’t 
particularly well known 
outside of the comic 
book fanbase, directed 
by a Jon Favreau, who 
was more notable for 
being an actor rather 
than a director, and star¬ 
ring Robert Downey Jr, 
a man who had received 
enough second chances 
to last a lifetime. 

That the end product 
was such a riotously 
enjoyable film, estab¬ 
lishing both leading man 
and director reputations, 
as well as earning huge 
sums at the box office, 
was a pleasing surprise, 
and one that easily 
necessitated the need for 
a sequel. 

Iron Man 2 picks up 
from where the first one 
left off with the ramifi¬ 
cations of Tony Stark’s 
(Downey Jr) admission 
that he is Iron Man 
beginning to reverberate. 

Stark is now a marked 
man, with Justin 
Hammer (Sam 
Rockwell), a fellow 
arms designer, hellbent 
on usurping Stark’s 
power, the American 
government demanding 
that Stark hand over the 
Iron Man suit, while, in 
Russia, Ivan Vanko 
(Mickey Rourke) takes a 
special interest in Stark 
as he creates his own 
weapon. 

Along with Pepper 
Potts (Gwyneth Paltrow) 


and friend ‘Rhodey’ 
Rhodes (Don Cheadle), 
Stark must try to over¬ 
come the obstacles 
placed in his way... 

The superhero genre 
tends to follow a pretty 
routine path; the first 
film sets up the charac¬ 
ters, their traits and usu¬ 
ally ends with the main 
character accepting their 
powers and responsibili¬ 
ties, thus allowing the 
second to delve deeper 
into the psyche of the 
character and raising the 
stakes. 

Some (X2, The Dark 
Knight, Spiderman 2) 
have achieved this with 
aplomb, and Iron Man 2, 
while perhaps not hitting 
those aforementioned 
heights, gives it a pretty 
good go, resulting in 
another thrilling and 
engaging outing for the 
character. 

While it follows the 
template set out above, 
it’s how it attacks it that 
marks it out. 

Yes, the deep intro¬ 
spection that is usually 
found in these sequels is 
present and correct to a 
degree, but it isn’t the 
overriding key theme, as 
Jon Favreau and screen¬ 
writer Justin Theroux do 
their best to emphasise 
the lighter side of their 
characters and their situ¬ 
ations. 

It’s a technique that 
has to strike a fine bal¬ 
ance, and by and large 
succeeds, Theroux’s 
script zinging with witty 
one-liners, a satisfying 
sense of fun and a large 
dash of bravura and 
excitement. 

What it does a little 
less successfully is fully 
explore the darker side 
of the story, a side which 
would give the film a lit¬ 
tle more drama and 
depth.

One of the key ele¬ 
ments of the story was to 
be Tony Stark’s alco¬ 
holism, which featured 
in a comic book story 
arc; however, here Stark 
has one heavy night on 
the ale which gives way 
to regrets and recrimina¬ 
tions. 

Coupled with the 
sidelining of the chem¬ 
istry between Downey Jr 
and Paltrow, whose 
interaction fizzes when 
given the opportunity, 
and it’s a screenplay that 
is more than workable 
within its confines, yet 
lacks the profundity and 
maturity to give it that 
extra degree of wallop. 

In the director’s chair, 
Jon Favreau carries on 
from where he left off 
with the first film, 
directing with style and 
finesse, giving the film a 
wonderful sense of 
scope and adventure, 
while ramping up the 
action sequences with 
aplomb. 

There’s nothing overt¬ 
ly different from what 
was on display in the 
first one - it is still 
mechanics versus 
mechanics as Iron Man 
has to battle a variety of 
technologies . 

However, what is 
noticeable is that, much 
like Chris Nolan with 
The Dark Knight, 
Favreau is obviously far 
more comfortable helm¬ 
ing these sequences, 
with a Monaco grand 
prix sequence showing 
he is adept at wringing 
drama from the action. 

He is also given far 
more exposition to deal 
with narrative-wise, as 
Theroux’s script aims to 
expand upon the uni¬ 
verse with nods to other 
Marvel characters soon 
to be making their way 
to the big screen (a post¬ 
credits sequence setting 
up one of those films) 
and the formation of the 
Avengers group led by 
Samuel L Jackson’s 
Nick Fury. 

Marrying these con¬ 
cerns, as well as a story 
that has far more going 
on than its predecessor, 
shows how surefooted a 
helmer Favreau has 
become. 

Given his incredible 
run of form at the 
moment, Robert 
Downey Jr is a whirl¬ 
wind of quips and 
charisma as Stark, par- 
laying his natural like- 
ability into the character, 
whose world-saving 
heroics are less an 
inconvenience and more 
a chance for him to pose 
for the cameras and 
accept the baubles. 

However, the other 
side of the character, the 
one concerned with pre¬ 
venting trouble and 
ensuring people’s safety 
allows Downey Jr the 
chance to show the more 
serious side of Stark, 
developing the character 
well. 

While Gwyneth 
Paltrow’s peppy turn as 
Pepper Potts was a high- 
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light of the first film, 
here she’s sidelined by 
the other characters, all 
of whom resonate, but it 
does a disservice to 
Paltrow and her chem¬ 
istry with Downey Jr 
that she isn’t afforded 
more of an opportunity 
to shine. 

The new cast mem¬ 
bers are all good, 

Mickey Rourke bringing 
an edge of menace and 
dimension to the villain¬ 
ous Vanko, despite not 
being utilised all that 
effectively. 

Sam Rockwell laps up 
playing the shady 
Hammer, showing just 
how good a performer 
he can be when not 
being under-utilised by 
studios. 

Scarlett Johansson, as 
the mysterious Natalie 
Rushman, not only man¬ 
ages to warm up the 
males in the audience, 
but also proves to be 
more than adept at get¬ 
ting her hands dirty, par¬ 
ticularly in a wonderful¬ 
ly enjoyable facility 
infiltration sequence. 

Throw in Don 
Cheadle, slipping easily 
into Terrence Howard’s 
shoes as Rhodes, and 
small turns from Favreau 
and Samuel L Jackson, 
and you have a cast that 
demand your attention 
and, more often than not, 
deliver. 

With all the elements 
coming together, Iron 
Man 2 is a sequel that, 
in terms of scale and 
spectacle, improves on 
the first one; however, it 
does lack the first film’s 
freewheeling and care¬ 
free feel, coming across 
a little bit too structured 
and, dare I say it, forced. 

It doesn’t make Iron 
Man 2 a poor film, far 
from it - but a bit more 
fizz would make it an 
even more enjoyable 
viewing experience. 

VERDICT - The 
blockbuster season 
begins with a bang, as 
Iron Man 2 sets a high 
standard for the rest of 
the summer’s efforts. 

Packed full of action, 
laughs and some strong 
turns, it may just fall 
short of the charm of the 
first instalment, but still 
offers up a thrilling two 
hours of entertainment. 
Recommended.

BARRY Wanderers
